He travelled s good deal in Tonkin at one 
time, visited the Philippines and was ‘in 
Formosa at the time of Admiral’ Courbet’s 
expedition in 1885. Since 1900 he has not 
boon away from Hongkong. For many 
years Mr Morty was Spanish Consul in 
Hongkong, with jurisdiction in Canton also, 
and accordingly at the funeral on Saturday 
tho coffin was draped in the emblazoned 
colonra of Arragon and Castile. Thé Ro- 
‘man Catholic Cathodral was crowded with 
mourners, among those present boing the: 
Consular Body, F.ench and Spanish ro.
